Rutee, the brothepand not the Son 
of the Saltan, (as stipulated by the Treaty) hae been placed:on the 
throne by the Dutdh ; and farther accounts from Batavia, confirni the 
statement. ,Iden’t know any thing against the new Suitan, and he- 
lieve him to be a very ood man, and much liked by the people; bail 
send you the news a# another example of Dutch faith.

The views in the viciuity of the city are remarkably picturesque. 
The Tomb of Reyman Shaw Doolah, a Mahomedahb Leader, and a 
person of much reputed sanctity, whois said to havp falien in the con- 
quest of that part of the country from the Hindoos, is situated on 
elevated ground, on the banks of the river and emcloded by a stone 
wail, with several equidistant and octagoual bastibne, on which are 
domes supported ov small arches. The principal gateways are high 
god surmounied by minarets and nobat khanas of @ very light and 
pleasing style of Mogul architectare; great part of it is shaded by 
immense trees, whose branches extend quite across the river, forni- 
fog a grand mass of shade and foreground, well worthy the attention 
of students, and admirers of painting. 


Many other objects are conspicuous from the suoth bank of the 
river, as the Tomb of Ishuie! Kban. (the present Newab’s Father) 
the lmaum Basra, the house of Bavker Shaw, the Newab's Cypress 
Gardeao, &c. moat of which places are very splendidly iNuminated 
during the. Moburrum, aod on oiber grand occasiéns; and what 
makes these objects more pleasing, ie the atteation and civility that 
Europeans meet with in visidng these placea; forming a striking 
contrast to the jealous and cautious suspicion by which we are 
Reecived, jn most other Mahomedan or Hindoo cities, 

We no doubt owe all these privileges and distipetionsto the present 
Newab Salabut Khan, and his family, who have always held up to the 
natives, the dignity of the British charaoter, by their cxample ot friend- 
ship and attention which they shew to European Gentlemen, who 
visit the city ; and bad he that authority in the Town, which, one 
would think his long services to the state, and unfeigned attachment 
to the British, have sa long ¢atitled himto, many improvements would 
be made for the better, and the comfort cf the inhabitants again re- 
stored ; at present, many of the middling sort, and all the poor are 
_— from the high price of grain, &c. 

. @ may expect the Caravans or Kaflabs of merchants from 
Hindoostab, with their Camels, Horses, aud produce cf Bengal and 
Malwa, soon at Nagpore, when I hope articles will be a little cheaper, 
by exchange of macy and cloths, &c. from the porthward, with

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Inhabitants of Calcutta; convened at the Town Hall on the 22d alti- 


mo, for the purpose of deliberating on certain points connected 
with.the Election of a Select Vestry, and the Regulation of the con- 
cerns of St. John’s Church ; and it appearing thet these Resolations 
are intended to form the basis of an immediate Petition to Govern- 
ment, for the redress of certain alleged grievances thercia enumerat- 
ed; We, the andersigned, request that you will submit to His Ex- 
celiency the Most Nobte the Governor General in Council, our res- 

ectful sentiments on the occasion, with the view, that the same may 
taken into consideration, when the Proceedings and Resolotions 
to which they relate, shail be referred to the ultimate decision of the 
Government. 

2. The object of the Resolutions, as stated in the proceedings of 
the Meeting. is to declare the facts of the Vestry case, thé sense of 
the Inhabitants of Calcutta on these facts, and the measures propos- 
ed to be adopted for the re-establishment of the Regulations of 1787. 
These Resolations, are numerous, ‘and embrace a variety of topics 
involving questions of Civil and Ecclesiastical Law, which we do not 
cousider ourselves competent to discuss; and which indeed we can- 
not perceive cither the necessity or utility of discussing, knowing as 
we do, that it is the declared intention of Government to bring the 
whole matter uuder the consideration of the Saperior Authorities at 
home. Under these circumstances we feel no disposition to interfere 
with the present mode of condacting the concerns of St. John’s 
Charch ; and must therefore dissent from the Resolatiens of the Meet- 
ing, av expressed in their Proceedings of the 22d ultimo. 

3. Entertaining these sentiments, and confidently believing that 
the concerns of St. Jobn’s Church have been, and are now faithiully, 
and conscientiously admivistered by the members of the Select Ves- 
try, we are firmly persuaded, tbat the comluct of these gentlemen, so 
far from being justly liable to the imputatien of arbitrary motives, or 
of a nature to afford the public the slightest groands for withdrawing 
from them their confidence, has been regulated throughout by the 
strictest sense of public duty, and is deserving of the gratitude and 
apprebation, rather than the censure, of the Inhabitants of Calcutta,

St. John’s Charch, shoald be conducted on the present footing, until 
the receipt of the reply to the reicrence which will be submitted to they 
authorities in Kngland; it is atmost superfuous to declare the entire 
confidence reposed by the Government inthe integrity and discretion 
of the gentlemen who now compose the Select Vestry.

To these Documents, which were pnblished in the Government 
Sarette of yesterday, the Editor of that Paper has subjoined the fol- 
lowing brief remarks : 


“ Im publishing these docaments we might be permitted to give 
expression toa feeling of triamph. But we are not disposed to offer 
any observations- upon the idle and scurrijous comments that have 


‘been made en the conduet we have pursued in respect to this ques- 


tion, We bave been accused of servility, and of being the suppor- 
ters of an arbitary faction, because it was our opinion that the letter 
from Government of the 8+ of January last, waa of itself couclusive 
of the question at isane, ond that al! interference in sontravention of 
that letter was unnecessary and could be cf no avail. Qa this secure 
giound we stood, and regarded the laborious folly, that was prepared 
to impugn or ridicule our sentiments, with perfect indifference. The 
result is now known, and might hate been easily foreseen. It kas

heen the most violent on the subject of abstract rights, and elective 
franchise, we simply recommend the frequent perusal of this decision 
of the Supreme Goveroment.” 


We shall follow this temperate, an! non-triumphant example, by 
stating, in as few words as possible, what we also think of the iseac 
of this Question, notwithstanding the liberal and novel defiaition 
given by this writer to our notions of the Liberty of the Press, namely, 
that we desire only ons side of a question to be heard, and shut the 
door against the other. 


We remark, firat, that the manner io which the Lettce “ to Com- 
modore Joha Hayes and other Inhabitants of Caleuita” is addressed, 
is not qaite so respectful aa that “to X. Rocke, Esq. and other Gentle 
men, who have addressed tia Government; thongh the respectabi 
of the names of the Committee, who seem to have been just sight of, 
ag well as the number and.:espectability of the Signatures attached 
to the Petition, might have established a claim to the same appeilation 
at icast. 


Of the Answer of the Government itself, we must say that it 
eontainge no opinion whatever on the merits of the Question, as to 
whether [ndividuals, however respectable, should hold great public 
Trasts without being respovsible to the Pablic for the due adminis- 
tration of them; or as to whether Individuals in Office could with any 
just sasume to themsclves the right of perpetual self-election, with 
ont reference to the will of those whose Fuads they were the 
Guardians of. 


_ If there be certain private proprictary rights in the Church of 
St. John’s, which the Government think leg ly presomable, they wer 
inquestionably justified in being cautious how far they trespassed on 
such rig particularly as tueir precise extent was not defined, aad 
the individnals in whom it was vested, were not immediately forth- 
eoming. We think, however, that the same caution was unnecessary, 
when they were called upon to decide om great pxdlie rights whose 


precise exte 1s defined, and the individuals in whom it was vested, 
were forthcomin Tho distinction we mean, 13 this: that if certain 
Punds beloogei to the Church, either by the gift of the original Foun- 
ders of it, or by subsequent bequest en up to its uncontrolled dis- 
posal, these were private rights, in which the Public did not ask to 
interfere ;—but, on the other hand, the current reccipte of the Church, 
jm annua! charities and donations given by the Public, foius a Fand 


which belong to the Publi +, uotil disbur 1, and the election of tne 
proper Officers for that purpose, and the power of compelling them 
to render public accounts of such disbursements, is, and must bea 
Pablic right, as long as the Funds thems s shall continue to be 
Yaised by contsibutions from the Public Pars 


But what say the Government to this ?—They say rigutly, that 


* The function of Arbitrator might ind« ive been well exercised 
by it, bad such an intervention been sought by « nt between the op- 
posed parties, but thai no such agrcement for mutual appeal having 
taken place, the Government deli lon what mich ihe most 
desirable procedure relatively to liference. The result wag, says 
the Seoratary, a8 you are aware, tified in my Letter of the 8th of 
Janvary,”—the substance which s, as we are all equaily aware, 
that the Government deciiued r nlerference, and recome- 


mended the reference of tho Quesiioa to the Authorities at home. 


The Public wil! best judge, whether those who voluntarily aub- 
mit their cause to the arbitration of a hicher Tribunal, or those who 


yefrain from so doing, are likely to 1e most assured of the justice 
of.tbeir claims. This fact alone speak imes. It forms indeed the 
oaly ground which th Gover nia 1their Letier for deciir 
ing to interfere, and in this they stiiicd, tor no Arbitration can 


take place without the consent of both parties, which consent; the Se 
lect Vestry if they have not withheld at least not tendered, and 
the strength and the justice of their cause will be eximated ac- 
cordingly. 


. ‘The Government, too, at the sametime that it expresses its desire - 
that matiers shall be suspemicd until the decision of the Authorities in 
Eangiand shall arrive, plainly express their inion of the qnestion, 
when they say “until the Authorities in England shall supply a Rewepvy 
40 the Derecrs of the Extstina Sysreu.” 


Where then, we would ask, is the cause for triemph, which the 
FRiitor of the Government Gazett mnceives he might be permitted 
to indulge in? Not surely én the disclosure of the fact, that jhe Go- 
verninent could not arbitrate in a matter in which one party had-not 
given its consent to abide by their decision Vot eitheir in their ac 
kuowledging that the Defects of the Existing System required the ap- 
plication of a Remedy, Yet we can fiud nothiag cise that admits of it. 
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We trust thatit will not be called either “idle seurrility” or 
“ laborteus folly”—when we say that it is downright servility to say 
of any questioa that whatever answer was given to it by a Govern- 
ment that answer must he just, or ought to be conclusive. The answer 
of the Government, which the Ediiog thiuks was so conclusive of the 
question at issae that allinterference id contravention of it could be of 
no avail,—thatanswer, wesay,dec!ined all authoritative interference, and 
recommended a reference at home. If arecommeniation of any Go- 
vernment upon a question on which it acknowledges it bas no right to 
decide, be conclusive, we might indeed pride ourselves upon the purity 
of the age ia which we live; but wile we have the example of our 
own country, the parest and the most free of all nations perhaps vpon 
the face of the earth, before our eyes, we must contend, that all the 
recomméndations of avy Government are not suchas its subj <cts are al- 
ways disposed to follow ; and that itis this which forms the difference 
betwuen servility and independan:e, that the one will lead to the 
admiration of any thing done by S»pcrior Authority, because of the 
source from which it emanates, the other will judge of questions on 
their abstract merits, without reference to the rank or power of those 
by whom they are decided. 


In conclasion. We do not see what those who have been the 
most violent on the subject of abstract rights and ejective franchish 
ean gain by following the Eiitor’s simple recommendation of a 
SJ equent perusal of this decision of the Supreme Government. They 
wall find in it nothing either confirming or abrogating any abstract 
rights: and if that Editor had read it as frequently as-he would seem 
to wish others to do. or if he had read it only once attentively, be 
would bave found, First, That it discloses the fact of the unwilling» 
ness or the hackwardness of the party in possession of certain rights 
to risk the issue of an Arb-traion. Secondly. That the want of this 
niuiual conseat to such an appeal is assirned by the Goveroment.as 
its reason for deliberating op what was most desirable, since their 
hands were thus fettered from doing what mizht have been most jist. 
And Thirdly, That it expresses a hope that ail will remain quiet until 
the Authorities at home shall apply a Remedy to the Defects of the 
existing System. 


To this last desire of the Governor General in Conncil, we shall 
cordially adhere. We conceive that that Council has done its duty, in 
recommending what it dcemed most cesirabic, and frankly expiaining 
why it could vot anthoritatively interfere, We chal) hope that we 
have done ours, in stating as frankly onr opinions on the subject from 
first to last. And we recommend to the Commitice., who have also 
performed their duty, io acquitting themse!ves of the trast reposed in 
them by the Public, on whose behalf they have acted, to deliver up 
their trust, with an ackvowledgment of thanks to the Hundred aud 
Kichty Constituents, who, oat of a body of Four Hundred clamorons 
Citizens, were found not ashamed to support with their sigaatures, 
claims for which they honestly contended with their voices, and who 
bave recorded their sentiments, without shrinking from responsibility 
or cringing fos reward,

likewise supplics the draius erected on one side of the wall, which 
inclose the raised ded; those drainx have small gatters at every six 
feet, distance, which ate closed at pieasurc 


Now, as water sceks its level, it follaws that when the hichest ree 
servoire are full, the rest are likewise filled sufficicutly for communi- 
cating water to any place,witbin the squares. 


These reservoirs and drains admit of receiving one or more Sy¢ 
phons, which supply an engine cr forcing pump with water, distribot- 
ing its showers on the espaliers, and their elevated beds; they also 
serve to attract namerous destructive insects, by placing‘a lamp there= 
in during the night, and fully answer every expectation.

| In the Asiatic Mirror of Wedacaday last, is the following short 
paragraph :— 


“ We are authorized to state, that the Ticket of Admission to the 
Pancy Ball, given to the Marchioness of Hastings, was not engraven 
by Monsieur Savignac, but by a Native, froma Drawing made by a 
eclebrated Artist of this Presidency.” 


Oar being aware of the authority on which this paragraph rests 
compels us to adinit that the Editor was perfectiy justified in penaiog 
it; buton the other hand, as we conceive that its tendency goes to 
deprive an Artist of great promise, of tho merit which is really lis 
due, and may also leave ao impression that he had assumed to him- 
self tho credit of executing a Work done by another, who was thus 
compelled, ia justification of his claim, to make this public recrimina- 
tion. we have thought it right to detail the circumstaaces of the case, 
for the accuracy of which, we may premise we have the authority of 
the professional Artist who furnished a portion of the first rough de- 
sign,—of the Amateur Artist, who completed this and made the 
finished Drawing,—of our own Native Engraver, who execated the 
rough oatline,—aad of Mons. De Savignhac, who finished the beauti- 
fui Piate from whiok the impressions were taken. 


The facts were these. When the Rough Design had been suggest- 
ed,.(for it could bardly be said to have been sketched,) the Geatieman 
to whose tasie the Design itself is chichy duc, and to whose skill the 
Finished Drawing enurely owed its perfection, transmitted the Draw- 
ing to Monsieur De Savigahac, who willingly engaged to engrave the 
Pilate, after the outline should have been cut in, and the written cha- 
racters execated by some one more accustomed to that branch of 
labour than himself. The Gentleman to whom he made this request, 
knowing the fact of our haviug an Engraver permanently attached tu 
the Establishment of the Caleatta Joarnal, who had improved his 
talents considerably by successive efforts in that liac, applied to us 
for bis assistance, which being readily granted, the Native Eograver 
commenced bis work, cut in the outline of the Drawing only, and the 
Written characters, and then returned it to Monsiour De Savinghac, 
fu the most ekeloton and unfinished state, leaving that Artist to give 
to it the delicate shading and highly wrought finish, which we Plaie 
ullimately presented. 


Every one who knows any thing of the higher branch of Eacrar- 
fing, must be aware that a mere outline from a correct and highly fi- 
nished Drawing, although a very essential part of the whole, is yet a 
very insignificant one, when compared (o the task of filling up, and 
finishiog tho Plate, for which the possession of accurate taste, dccp 
skill, aud extensive practoal knowledge, aie absolutely requisite to 
ptoduce exceilcuce. 


Many of our best Rogravers, who have claimed, and received the 
highest praise for theic Works, have becn known never to touch a 
Piate, until the outuince bad been etched by Artists of superior note, 
and made ready by thom for the finishing touch of their graver. The 
outline engraving isia fact the mere mechanical partof the Art, which 
requires Only a correct eye, and a steady hand, to be exccuied aa well 
by a Native of inferior talents, as by an Europeaa of the greatest ce- 
lebiity. 


Under there ciroumstances, therefore, whatever merit the Plate 
of this Admission Ticket possessed, is justly due to Mousieur Do 
Saviaghac, and to him ouly. 


With a knowledge of all these facts before us, we were right ia 
sialing, as we didin our report of the Entertaioment at ihe Towa 
Hall, that the execution of this Engraving did honor to the talenis 
of Moasicur de Savignhac, and fur this we contend asiiil. 


The modesty of this promising Artist, is however equal to bis 
skill; and we can no more retrain from giving an example of this than 
we couid with-bold from him our tribute of praise for the other, On 
pereeiving in the Calcutia Journal, bis name associated with the men- 
tiop of the good taste of the Design as well as the excellence of tho 
Sagraving, he did not sufficiently separate them, apparently, in bis 
mad, but conceived that he bad been unjasily awarded praise, for 
that«o which he had no share; while he pushed his scruples stil! far- 
ther as it regarded the Engraving only, aud conceived that he could 
pot take to tumseif the merit even of this, as he had only executed the 
Q@suamental part, forgetting that(bis was the wost essential of the whole. 


Monsiear De Savignbac, accordingly wrote to the Editor of the 
Mirror, desiring him, if he shou'd copy the article from the Caloatta 
Journal, regarding the Fancy Ball, not to weation bis name as the 


Author of the Admission Ticket, as it had been engraved by a Native, 
from a Drawing of , aud he assigns to us as his reason 
for so doing, a fear that he should be thought to receive tacitly a praise 
whieh he did not conceive to be wholly bis own, inasmach as he 
thought whatever merit it possessed as a Production of Art, was 
chiefly dae to the taste and talent of the Geaticman by whom it 
was designed and drawn. 


If we have placed the merits of Monsiear De Savignhac in a 


right point of view, our end in detailing these circamstances, is suf 
ficiently attained. 











Expedition to the Persfan Gulpd,

A writer in your Joarnal of Wednesday last, who snbecribeg 
himeelf A Faienp to Merit on Ertuer Sine oF Inpia, bas intrad- 
ed himseif on the notice of the Public, and commented on the ree 
marks made in one of your Papers oa the equipment of the Trans- 
a een from Bombay, on the Expedition to the Persian 

ulph. 


Tam as well acquainted with the climate in the Gulpb of Pere 
sia, at least, as those persons to whom the equipment of that Expo- 
dition was necessarily delegated ; and if any man who bas the good 
of his Country at heart, can for a moment suppose that Transports 
going on @ most important service, and likely to be opposed by a 
brave and enterprizing enemy, may be unnecessarily crowded, per 
mit me to state thatthe Persian Gulph ia the very jast place in which 
such an experiment should be tried; and to assure him that the ree 
marks contained io your Jovraal oa the subject, appeared to me dice 
tated by candour, and supported by facts. 


Had the Fatzxp To Meat on Erruen Sipe or Inpta, disprove 
ed any part of the statements givee by you, he might have had 
some shadow of excuse for saying, that although he admitted the 
precedence of Calcutta over the other Presidencies, he could aot ad- 
mit any pretension to superior wisdom, energy, ox discernment. 


T am not aware, nor dof believe, that any such pre-eminence of 
talent bas ever been claimed here ; and permit me to inform him. that 
in this Proud Emporium, to use bis own words, a degree of liberali- 
ty, and devotion, with the most ardent zea! te promote our Country's 
welfare on every emergeacy, prevails in a manner not to be surpass- 
ed, tnd but seldom equalled in any other part of His Majesty's Base 
tern Dominions. 


His empty boast that Bombay is the only efficient Naval Station, 
shall not avail him, unless he cao uacquivocally prove its present ef 
ficieacy ; although, to show that the remarks in your Journal on the 
equipment of the Transports are groundless, he artfully travels Lack 
to the superior condition of the sere employed on tho Expedi« 
tion to the Red Sea, in 1800, and to the [sic of France and Java, ia 


1810 & Lh. 


The Farenp to Merit, might as well have informed as, that 
when Bombay was given to the Crown of Ing and, by Portugal; 
that His Majesty, Charles the 2ad, established a Naval Force there, 
for its protection; which Force, since its being held by the East 
India Company, has been dc suminate itho Bombay Marine, and ape 
pertains to the Basi Ladia Company ; but such information would no 
more have proved that the Bombay Marine waa as ecficteut and use- 
ful a Corps as that raised and maintained by Charles the 2ad for the 
defence of thai Is!and, than it goes to prove the Bombay Marive now, 
as efficient and aseful as it most unquestionably was in 1805. 


T most readily amit the superior equipment of the Ships em- 
ployed as Transporis on the Expedition to the Red Sea; and it may 
not be amiss to state that one Division of Transports proceeded from 
Bombay on that occasion, convoyed by & Frigate belonging to the 
Bombay Merine, of 60 Guas,—such was the Ship then provided as @ 
Convoy from that Naval Station; while another Frigate, belonging to 
the Bombay Marine, and six smaller Croisers, were ccpising at the 
same period in the Red Sea;—aShip carrying 30 Guns was cruising in 
the Mastern Seas;—and one of 20 Gans stationed in the bay of Ben- 
gal;— besides a considerable number in the Persian Gulph and other 
parts of India. : . 

Such was the Force of the Bombay Marine, ia 1800, when Mr 
Dundas was Superiatendant; aud the efficiency of the vess:is, as 
Cruisers, and the devotion and zeal of the Officers, may be attributed 
to the ability, discerawent, and liberal policy which governed the coy, 
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dact of that Gentleman. His meritorious conduct, which will long 
be remembered by the Corps, was acknowledged by his Suveriors io 
Karope, and he was rewarded by the appointment of Governor of 
Prince of Wales Island, where he sacrificed, in the service of his 
Country, a constitation already broken by energy aad exertion. 


The Transports of the Expedition to the Isle of France and Java, 
were, I believe, equipped anier the saperintendance and direction of 
that able and amiable man, Mr W. Taylor Money, who held the situa- 
tion of Superiatendaat of Marine for several years, wit equal credit 
to himself and advantage to his Couatry ; his retirement from the Pub- 
lic Service, was no less a source of regret to'the Officers of the Marine 
Corps, than of misfortune to the public interests.— With talents the 
most splendid, he possessed an activity of body and mind, which af- 
forded hint no leisure while in the Service; every hour of his time 
wan devoted to the Public; he andertook cheerfully business of every 
description, and he always performed it well; he tofuse! a portion 
of his own spirit, energy, and pride, iato the breasts of those employed 
aader his authority, and confided in ability and worth, wherever he 
found it; he had no illiberal prejudices to gratify, and the best recom- 
mendation for his favour and support, was zeal and activity. 


To the foresight and discernment of that Gentleman, the Poblie 
are principally indebted for the conservation of the Forests on the 
western side of India, and the preservation of the teak timber, so 
valuable to Great Britain; while the eonstraction of new Docks, 
which wore much wanted at Bombay, as well as many other important 
improvements in the Naval Yards there, may be attributed to the 
energy and zeal of that valuabic man, who had no trifling obstacles to 
encounter, but his public spirit and perseverance surmounted them 
all. 


To enumerate the objects which claim our admiration, wonld he 
to detail the transactions of his administration as Saperintendant, from 
the day of his arrival in India, to that of his resignation. Eavy may 
revile, and self-intcrest seek to biacken it, bat his fame, a« a public ser- 
vant, will sarvive every effort to blast it. in spite of all the efforts of 
low, and little minds; and the attachment of the Marine Corps to his 
name, after his retirement, testifies the high sense entertained of his 
virtues and worth, while their affection does honour to their gratitude, 


Under sach management, can it excite wonder, that the eqaipment 
of Transports employed on those Expeditions, were properly provided, 
or that the troops bad safficient room allotted them? Itis, however, 
gather wonderful, that the Faicnp of Merit, on Eiruce Sipe of 
Inpia, should have quoted the superior equipment of those Expeditions, 
as a proof of their performances at present; it would, I think, have 
been fortunate for the cause he advocates, if he had not remirided us 
of their excellence! We can have no objection, however, to the com- 
pacison, for Improbis aliena virtus semper formidolose est. 


In your Satarday’s Journal, I observe that three Transports, having 
on board 1146 men, have Jately sailed, to join the Expedition to the 
Persian Gulph, under the convoy of the Hon. Company’s Brig Vestal, 
which vessel is, I believe, about 160 tons, and mounts 1Oor 12 guns. 
The competency of sach convoy, to protect a charge of such import- 
ance, requires no comment, and I shall conteut myself with patting a 
few Queries, as to the officieacy of that convoy, diminutive as it is, 


Considering that our Ports are now crowded with British Seamen, 
eecking employment, I vo not expect to be informed that European 
Seamen cannot be obtained, on an occasion, where the credit of the 
Company’s arms, and the cause of humanity equally demand an 
efficient equipment, Unless the Frienp to Meni will answer un- 
equivocally the few simple questions 1 shail put, I fear the bonsted 
efficiency of his Naval Station will appear ridiculous in the es:ima- 
tion of Naval men, and transfuse the blush to the cheeks of those 
whose defence he has espoused, if blush they can. 


Has the Vestal, which mounts but 10 or 12 guns, two Europeans 
to a gun, including her Commander and Officers? or bas she only a 
complement of 22 Europeans, in total 16 Sepoys and 27 Lascars! 1 
feel authorized iu putting the above qoestion, in consequence of that 
vessel having bcen appointed a short time azo, to convoy three valua- 
ble merchant ships up the Persiaa Gaiph, when sbe had only 22 Ku- 
yopeans on beart, and bad scarcely sufficient powder to fire 15 salutes; 
of course e¥ercising with powder was hardly to be expected, aud the 
ase of her artillery in her defence was limited, by the quaniity of 
ammunition to the slightest skirmish. 


Any Professional man of the Jeast feeling can pictare to himself 
the miserable condition of her Commander so circumstanced. Fortu- 
nately, however, in representiug the wretched condition of his vessel 
to the Commander of The Hon'ble Company's Cruizer, Tiegamouth, 
which vessel he fel! in with at the entranee of the Guiph on her return 
jo Bombay, be obtained 2 or 3 barrels ef powder, which quastity would 








not hove heen spared from the Tiegnmouth, had she not been nitting 
the Gulph. as her stere was almost as limited as that of the Craizer 
affording nominal convoy to 3 valuable merchantmen, 


Howevér wretched the protection offered by sucha vessel as the 
Vestal, so pitifully equipped, it was infinitely superior to the condi 
tion of that identical vesee), when proceeding up the Galph of Persia 
with important Dispaches from the Supreme Government of Ladia, 
some time ago. 


The Frrexo or Meait on ertaer stpe or Inpra will, Ttrust, 
excuse me if T attempt to state the condition of that vesscl on the 
occasion alluded to; if any part of my statement admits, of correos 
tion, I shall feel obliged by bis exhibiving it, and it would really bea 
source of gratification to me if the cizcumstance L am about te 
relate could be cleaily disproved. 


The Honorable Company’s Brig Vestal, being: under orders to 
proceed with Dispatches to Bussora, her then Commander, Lieu- 
tenant Phillips, was directed to receive on board a certain number of 
bales belonging to. Merchaais. of Bombay, on freight. 


That Officer represented to the proper Aathority, the incom- 
petency of his vessel to carry apy cargo, from the great diffcalty of 
stowing away provisions and waicr sufficient for the crew; his 
objection, however, was overruled, and it was intimated that whes 
the Public Service required it, some eacrifice of convenience must be 
made; the bales were received on hoard, and that Officer, sooner than 
deprive the crew, already over-crowded, of any part of their limited 
accommodation, stowed the bales in his own cabin, and the Honorable 
Company received about 160 of 180 rupees freight for the same! This 
circumstance occurred long subsequent to the resignation of Mr. 
Money ; it could never have occurred in bis time ; but the preciso date 
of it Lam not acquainted with. 


The Veatal is a small low beautiful Brig, very sharp below, and 
having a remarkably small hold; her deck for the accommodation of 
her crew extends only one eighth from forward, and she may be 
considered deep with about 2 months water aod 3 months provisons 
on board, which I should deem the utmost extent of her capacity. 


Let me now ask the Farenp to Merit. if he be a Naval Man, 
what is his opinion of the fituess or safety of such a vessel to proceed 
with Dispatches, stuffed with bales, through an intricate navigation, 
infested with Pira‘es of no common description? Was it possible 
to conceive that by such a measure, the Vestal. which was a remark- 
ably fast sailer would be improved io ber sailing? or that, by con- 
verting her into a Merchantman, a greater portion of martial ardour 
was to be expected in the event of attack ? or was the sum of 160 of 
180 rupees, paid as freight, a sufficient inducement to supercede the 
expeditious transmission of Dispatches, on which the fate of British 
India might have depended. 


if such reasons fall not within the verge of probability, where 
shall we look for the motives which induced such a measure? J can 
imagine them, but shall reserve the description for afutare occasi- 
ou, unless the Frrenp or Merit will save me the trouble, 


1am fully aware that such an expedient will not be regoried te 
again, citber on the Vestal or any other of the Honorable Company’a 
Cruizers, a recent act of the Legislature having prohibited it; aod 
any Cruizer which shall be so employed hereafter, wili be a lawfal 


prize to any of His Majesty's Ships, whose Commander will take the 
trouble to seize her. 


Ia offering the foregoing remarks, I beg to declare that nothing 
is more foretgu to my intention than to (brow the slightest reflection 
on the Officers of the Maine Establishment at Bombay; 1 am not

Nentence.—“ The Conrthaving maturely weighed and censidered 
all that has been addaced in sapport of the Prosecution. as well ow 
what the Prisoner has bronzht forward on his defence, are of opinion, 
that the Prisoner, Captain W. Hinde, is not guilty of “ Conduct uan-
